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BEIRUT (AP). — Veteran pro-

The new cabinet is widely ex- 
pected to be half Christian and half 
Moslem in accordance with an 
agreement reached by Jemayel and 
Syrian President Hafez Assad last 
week,

In Paris, Druse leader Walid 
Jumblatt met with French President 
Francois Mitterrand yesterday and 
told reporters later he was ready to 
serve in a Lebanese government of

Jumblatt said he was prepared to 
take part in the broadly-based 
government proposed by Jemayel 
“to the extent that this would help 
bring about a solution” to- the 
Lebanese conflict. 


Assad gives terms for peace talks 
‘Syria must first achieve 
arms balance with Israel’

i IASHINGTON. - President Hafez 

Assad says Syria must achieve 
“strategic balance” with Israel be- 

fore embarking on peace negotia-

We are 
serious in our search for peace as 
much as we are serious in our efforts 
to achieve military parity.” 

Regarding Lebanon, Assad said

Interior Ministry workers 
will not serve the public today

Work in the Interior Ministry's 23 
offices throughout the country will 
come to a standstill this morming as 
the ministry’s 700 employees, frus- 
trated by what they call “foot drag- 
ging™ by the Civil Service Commis- 
sion on their wage-bonus demands, 
report for work but refuse to serve 
the public. 

No passports, visas. identity 
cards, birth certificates or other per- 
sonal and official documents will be 
issued. nor will applications for them 
be accepted. 

As part of the work action de- 
clared by the national staff commit- 
tee. workers at the ministry head- 
quarters in Jerusalem will not 
answer phones or process incoming. 
or outgoing mail and will cancel all 
appointments. 

A staff committee leader told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday ‘We are 


sick and tired of broken promises 
and we refuse to be the only govern- 
ment workers who do not receive all 
those wage-related bonuses that our 
‘counterparts in other ministries re- 
ceive. 

He said he does not know yet 
whether the work action will be 
limited to one day, or will continue 
tomorrow or even into next week. 

A legal source at the ministry said 
that the action could conceivably 
lead to a delay in the Knesset elec- 
tions scheduled for July 23. 

The Voters Register, revised for 
the Knesset elections, is on display at 
Interior Ministry offices until April 
30 for citizens to examine and — if 
they wish - challenge. If enough 
citizens can prove in court that the 
work action kept them from examin- 
ing the register, the courts could 
order the ministry to publish and 
display it again, which could delay 
the elections.

I wounded in 3

Court upholds seizure of pornography 


HAIFA (Itim). — A local 
boukdealer who appealed against 
the confiscation of pornographic 
magazines by customs authorities 
lost his case in the Haifa District 
Court yesterday, -even though the 
judge conceded that similar 
material “is'‘freely sold’‘in the 
country. 

Haifa customs officials seized the 
shipment. bound for Yosef 
Yeshayahu, in February [98] in ac- 
cordance with the law banning-the 
import of lewd pictures and books, 

According to cutoms guidelines, 
lewd material is that which may of- 
fend a majority of the public or 
which is morally corrupting. 

Yeshayahu's attorney argued that 
pictures of nudity can not be con- 
sidered morally offensive in Israel 
today. Noting that similar material 
is freely imported by licence and 


᾿ ‘4 at news-stands, he said that the 
cont. Sejeces re client's magazines 
was arbitrary ΕἾ}. Petitigtry. 

In his rejecting the pets, the 
judge said there was no doubt that 
the magzines, which include pic- 
tures of sexual acts and genitalia, 
would be offensive to part of the 
public. These pictures, he said, have 
the aim of sexual stimulation for its 
own sake. 

“Whatever my own opinion is on 
the banning of ficentious material," 
he suid, “everyone would agree that 
the sporadic and discrimatory en- 
forcement of the law in this matter 
offends against one's sense of 
justice. Either enforcement so 
should be fuller and more consis- 
tent, or the laws concerning 
pronographic material should be 
repealed or at least be treated as a 
dead letter." 


3 policemen charged with beating Arab 


TEL AVIV ({tim). — A policeman 
and two former policemen are being 
tried in the Tel Aviv Magistrates 
Court on a charge of beating an 
Arab workman three years ago. The 
three accused — Arye Studniya, 26, 
of the Tel Aviv potice force, 
Mordechai Hershkowitz, 33, and 
Aharon Katner, 26, who at the time 
were on the force — deny the 
charge. 

The charge sheet says that in 
August 1981, while wearing civilian 
clothes, they parked their car in 
Rehov Peretz. The workman, Ita 
Safi asked them to move it a bit, 
because the spot was used to load 


and unload goods by the company 
that employed him. They beat him 
up and threw him onto barbed wire 
lying on the ground, the charge 
sheet says. Then they put him into 
the car and took him to 2 police sta- 
tion, leaving his shoes and docu- 
ments behind. 

The company's accountant Zvi 
Garmiza, told the court yesterday 
he saw two men beating Safi. A 
clerk employed by the company. 
Miriam Avraham, told the court 
vesterday she saw three men 
heating the workman. 

Judge Yoram Galin adjourned 
the trial for three months.

Nicaragua asks world court 
to intervene against U.S. 


THE HAGUE (Reuter). — Nicar- 
agua accused the U.S, yesterday of 
flagrantly violating international law 
by supporting anti-government in- 
surgents and called on the warld 
court to order Washington to stop 
covert operations against it. 

At the opening of public hearings. 
Nicaragua asked the International 
Court’ of Justice τὸ issue interim 
measures to restrain the U.S. while 
the court decided whether it had 
jurisdiction in the cuse. 

The U.S. said on April 6 it would 
not recognize the court's jurisdiction 
in cases involving Central America 
for Two vears. 

Court President Talim Olawale 
Elias of Nigeria said in an opening 
address that the U.S. had filed a 
letter with the court on Monday 
saying it had information showing 
that Nicaragua had not accepted the 
compulsory jurisdiction of the court 
as it claimed. 


Carlos Arguello Gomez, Nicar- 
agua’s counsel and its umbassador in 
The Hague. told the court this was 
not true. 

U.S. counsel Davis Robinson told 
reporters he doubted whether Nicar- 
agua had accepted compulsory juris- 
dictinn. He refused to elaborate. but 
said he would make this point when 
the U.S. addressed the court later. 


In Managua. Nicaragua's Interior 
Minister Tomas Borge rejected 
negotiations with U.S.-backed in- 
surgents and branded as “criminal” 
acall for peace talks by the country’s 
Raman Cathulic bishops. 

“We will never negotiate with the 
contras.””

India-Bangladesh border tension up 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). — Indian 
forces were placed on alert yester- 
day as tension on the border with 
Bangladesh remained high follow- 
ing an exchange of fire between 
troops of the two countries, the 
Press Trust of India (PT1) reported. 

One Indian officer was wounded 
and unconfirmed reports said an In- 
dian worker was also injured. 

Each country has charged the 
other with deliberately staging the 
shooting, which lasted several 
hours. 

{in Dhaka, the Bangladesh 
authorities accused India of using 
its air force to escalate tension in 
the area. 

The Bangladesh news agency 
BSS quoted an official source as 
saying that the Indian high commis- 


sioner in Dhaka, I.P. Khosla, was 
summoned to the Foreign Office to 
Teceive two protest nates. 


Bangladesh has charged Indian 
troops with firing first at 
Bangladeshi soldiers trying to stop 
an Indian party from putting up a 
harbed-wire fence along the border.

Powerful quake 
rocks California 


MORGAN HILL (AP). - The 
police here closed off damaged 
homes vesterday in the wake of an 
earthquake that caused million of 


“dollars in damage in northern Cali- 


fornia. The authorities marvelled 
that the quake. strong enough to 
crack bridges and a dam. caused only 
21 minor injuries. 

The quake occurred Tuesday 
afternoon and measured 6.2 on the 
Richter Scale, the University of Cali- 
fornia seismographic station said. It 
was centred on the Calaveras Fault. 
about 80 kilometres south of San 
Francisco. 

Although the tremor was felt for 
hundreds of kilometres, the damage 
centred in Morgan Hill, about 
16km, south of San Jose. 

Hardest hit was a subdivision of 
luxury homes here. where 30 houses 
were damaged. several knocked off 
their foundations. Eight homes were 
left uninhabitable, the local fire de- 
partment reported.

Afghan rebels say retreat 
in Panjsher valley ‘tactical’ 


ISLAMABAD, - Afghan exiles and 
Western diplomats said here yester- 
day that they doubted Radio Kabul’s 
announcement Tuesday night that 
Soviet forces had conquered the 
main guerrilla stronghold in Afgha- 
nistan’s strategic Panjsher Valley. 90 
kilometres north of Kabul. 

“We have heard these lies be- 
fere,” said Professor Burhanuddin 
Rabbani. leader of the Jamiat-I- 
Islami Party. 

“Iam treating the report with 
considerable scepticism.” a Western 
diplomat in Islamabad said. “It’s 
hard to believe they had such a 
walkover.” 

He said the state-run radio. which 
announced the “last remnants” of a 
guerrilla group led by Jamiat com- 
mander Ahmad Shah Masood’ had 
been captured. had made false 
announcements of vittories twice in 
1982. 

Rabbani said that Masood’s men 
had probably retreated in the face of 
a massive Soviet assault on the long. 
narrow valley. “It is absolutely tac- 
tical. of course.” he said. “It has 
been done in the past.” 

They will use the same tactic 
again, draw (the Soviets) into the 
valley and then crush them,” he said. 

Russian forces began a long- 
awaited assault on the valley last 
week after guerrillas opposed:-to the 
Moscow-backed government cut the 


Wester diplomats here said the 
Russians began high-altitude satura-

States was particularly good. The year 1984 has 
started well and there are now some signs ofa 
shiftin demand upwards from the small less 
expensive goods to medium quality diamonds. 
But while markers are generally better the 
demand for the large stones of good quality is 
nevertheless still restricted. Manyofour =~ 
customers suffered severe losses during the 
depression years and ere naturally cautious 
about holding stocks of high quality goods, 
particularly ata time when real interest rates 
remain exceptionally high.

“Dora” whose father had an affair 
with the wife of a family friend and 
wanted Dora to have one with the 
friend. When in analysis she express- 
ed her disgust at kissing the elderly 
man, Freud scomed her for being 

Lewin is “critical of quite a num- 
ber” of Freudian concepts, particu- 
larly those “based on 19th century 
biology” which are retained “be- 
cause of Freud's name, fame and 

Freud, for example, believed 
“you can inherit ideas from ancient 
ancestors by some genetic means, 
which was OK by the standards of 
that biology. 

“His Oedipus complex and penis 


envy theories are based on the con- 
cept that a three-year-old child has 
an innate knowledge of the signifi- 
cance of the penis for reproduction”. 

Yet, though she sees no evidence 
that the orthodox Freudian 
psychoanalysis is valuable “and 
sometimes can be harmful” his last- 
ing appeal lies in the fact that “the 
had an answer for everything, some 
unfortunately wrong, and created a 
beautiful system that every psycho- 
logist can play with. Until we have a 
better one it will stand.” 

She vigorously disputes that 
woman's inferior place in society is a 
matter of “‘tradition.” She notes that 
in fact in the pre-literal society, when 
man was still in the stage of hunting- 
gathering, women were equals, in 
the same way that all men were 
equal, and even the Jeaders of tribes 
were not the god-kings of the later 
agricultural societies. 

It was only when man developed 
large-scale agriculture which pro- 
vided more than the subsistence 


level that two significant develop- 
ments took place. Organised war- 
fare, probably because societies 
could afford to support standing 
armies and slavery, which applied 
mainly to women because the enemy 
males were killed by the victorious 
army, and the captured women were 
looked down on compared to “our” 
women. 

The “‘sexist heritage.” which 
women must be conscious of in order 
to fight it, reached a zenith during 
the Victorian age when the repres- 
sion of women in society became 
unusuaily strong. 

Lewin pots forward the theory 
that this was their way of limiting the 
size of families through “psychic 
birth control.” By relegating women 
to an inferior status men were moti- 
vated to abstinence from sexual rela- 
tions — within marriage — and thus 
families were held down. 

Even psychologists “have done a 
lot to make mothers feel guilty and 
ashamed" if they don't tend their 
children for 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week, as though this was the 
tradition to follow. In fact it evolved 
only in the industrial age, with the 
end of home industry and the re- 
placement of the communal Jaundry 
by the stream by washing machines, 
which keep most women imprisoned 
in their homes with their children. 

“Psychology is at fault for accept~ 
ing folk beljefs uncritically. Luckily, 
we are pow asking ourselves whether 
women don’t need adult compan- 
ionship. For women an important 
issue is consciousness raising, to be~ 
gin to question whether there is 
another way to live. Until you are 
aware of the alternatives you can’t 
live differently. 

“By changing your thinking you 
can change your acting, and vice 
versa, in a criss-cross development. 
I'll take a while, as we can't change 
the thinking of thousands of years in 
just ten. But at least now we're not 
starting from the absolute zero 
women were at 150 years ago. Many 
women struggled and achieved 
changes, legal, economic, political 
and social customs.” 

Being aware that there is still a 
long way to go is itself an important 
step forward.

A LETTER arrived from the Viceroy 
of India to Sir Arthur Wauchope, 
the High Commissioner for 
Palestine, in September, 1933, in- 
viting Palestine to send a team to 
the West Asian Olympic Games, 
scheduled to take place in New 
Delhi during the spring of 1934. 

The High Commissioner asked all 
sporting organisations in Palestine 
— Jewish, Arab and British — to 
compete for the honour of 
representing the country. The com- 
petition took place at the YMCA 
Jerusalem. and Maccabi not only 
won all 1] events, they also got most 
of he second and third places. So 
the High Commissioner sent Mac- 
ταδὶ a fetter of congratulation, ap- 
pointing them the official team for 
Palestine, and incidentally moting in 
the same letter that the government 
would noi contribute a single penny 
forthe expedition. After a spirited 
debate. the Maccabi Executive 
decided, by a slim majority, despite 
ἃ desperate lack of funds, to under- 
take the venture. The driving-force 
behind this decision was the late 
Jeseph Yekutieli, who was also the 
“godfather” of the Maccabiah and 
the initiator of the Palestine Olym- 
pic Committee. Because of lack of 
means, it was decided that only a 
small team of at most four 
sportsmen would be sent. Maccabi 
launched a campaign to raise funds, 
which was fairly successful. 
Nevertheless, it became necessary 
for every participant to contribute 
PL20 from his own pocket, the 
equivalent of his earnings for four 
months. 

Then came the vexed question of 
choosing the representatives. David 
Almagor was selected as referee 
and official. Dov Rabinowitz, the 
national champion at the shot put, 
discus and javelin, and Walter 
Frankl, the middle distance runner, 
were automatic choices. 

There were two candidates for 
the fourth place, both sprinters: 
Shlomo Marantz, the Palestine 
champion, and Theo Levy, a new 
immigrant from Germany. The 
selection committee arranged a 
race between them on the beach at 
Tel-Aviv. Marantz won by a nose. 
But Levy protested that his rival 
had been given a chance to run on 
the harder sand, closer to the water. 
When his protest was overruled, he 
declared in fury. “You'll see that I'll 
take part!"* 

The Jgud Totzerer Haaretz 
provided four blazers and four pairs 
of long white trousers. On each 
blazer was the Shield of David and 
an inscription Palestine in English 
and Ererz Yizrael in Hebrew. 

The only way to get to India was 
to take a train to Kantara, another 
train -to-Adexandria—-and an-lItalian- 
Lloyd steamer from there to 
Bombay. 


“As the train was pulling out of 
Tel-Aviv station,” Walter Frankl 
recalls, “Theo Levy suddenly ar- 
rived, threw his suitcase on it and 
jumped aboard, like somebody in a 
film. He scrambled up. saying, ‘I 
told you I'd go with you!”

Also 
be claims that full consumption of a 
car is affected by a number of fac- 
tors. “Because of this it cannot be 
tackled by covering only one factor 
and not taking into consideration all 
the other factors.“ 

Reches emphasized that the ad- 
ditive can only be effective if all the 
fuel systems must be working 
properly and must be clean. “Even 
then the car has to cover several 
thousand kilometres before it is pos- 
sible to check the difference 
between a car that is using additives 
and one that isn't," he said, 

“The car that is using the additive 
must use it every 25 to 30 litres dur- 
ing this period of several thousand 
kilometres, meaning that the owner 
has to invest several thousand 
shekels,”

Mizrahi reports loss of IS948m.

TEL AYI¥. — The Mizrahi Bank 
lost 18948 million in 1983, compared 
to net afler-lax profits of IS1,362m. 
in 1982 — both figures adjusted for 
inflation — Aharon Meir, general 
manager of the bank said yesterday 
in relezsing its financial statements 

for 1983. 

Corresponding figures in dollars 


“were not published, but since the 


representative rate at the end of 
1983 was IS107.8 to one American 
dollar, the losses can be translated 
into 58.5π|. in 1982, compared to 
net after-tax profits of $12.6m. in 
1932. 

Mizrahi is the first of the four 
large banks which joined the “ar- 
rangement” with the Bank of Israel, 


. to publish its results. Leumi will do 
ὅν so tomorrow, and Hapoalim on 


Sunday. Discount will follow on 
Monday. Their results sre also not 
expected to be encouraging. 

First International, which did not 
join the “arrangement.” published 


_ its results six weeks ago and showed 


adjusted profits of 1$453m., or 
$4.2m. if the same representative 
rate method is used. 

If net 2fter-tax profits are given in 
nominz! figures (that is, not ad- 
justed for inflation) they were 
1$1.291.7m. at the end of 1983. 
However, the balance sheet stood at 
18466.7 billion ($4.3b.), which is a 
255.6 per cent growth in nominal 
terms, but a 29.3 per cent loss in real 
terms, based on its growth above 
the cost-of-living index. Moreover, 
this is an Tt per cent real growth in 
dollar terms. 

In discussing the profit and loss 
statement, Meir said he was 
reporting the “harsh realities, 


without any altempt to beautify the 
results.” If anything, he continued, 
“we went out of our way to be strict 
with ourselves. For example, we 
could huve entered our profits from 
the sale of our share in the Israel 
Corporation in our financial state- 
ments, but we did not do this.” 

He went on to say that the results 
would have been much more en- 
couraging if the talks — which are 
still continuing — with the 
authorities on readjustments of 
taxes had been completed before 
the financial statements had been 
drawn up. For example, the bank 
had paid 1$500m. in taxes, although 
there had been no profits, If these 
taxes had not been paid, the fines 
for overstepping liquidity limits 
would have been reduced con- 
siderably, 

But the main reason for 1983 be- 
ing a bad year. he said, was that the 
banking community had to operate 
within constraints imposed by the 
authorities, and “we coukin‘t con- 
duct our business as a business." He 
admitted that “we made mistakes 
ourselves, but even so, we would 
have had a fairly good vear without 
government interference.” 

The year 1984 was characterized 
by the belief that there would be a 
major devaluation. So the public 
began liquidating its shekel ac- 
counts and moved into foreign cur- 
rency equivalents. This left the 
banks without enough shekels to 
provide needed liquidity, and the 


-results were heavy fines. 


Moreover. the interest structure 
was such that rates on loans were 
tow, while interest rates on deposits 
were high. And on October 6, 1983, 
the commercial bank shares col- 
lapsed.

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He noted that the bank made 
loans of 1810,323m. at commercial 
rates to a number of firms which 
used commercial bank shares as 
security. That is to say, the bank 
lent money to several firms to buy . 
the shares of Bank Mizrahi. These 
shares had a value at the end of 1983 
of 1510,391m.,, according to the “‘ar- 
rangement” with the Bank of Israel, 
although their market value was 
only [54.488m. , 

The bunk had also set aside 
1$960m. to cover “doubtful debts” 
in 1983. This was four times the sum 
set aside in [982, but Meir noted 
that most of this sum was ear- 
marked τὸ cover loans made to dia- - 
mond merchants, “and there is no 
reason to believe that our losses will 
be anywhere near this figure, but we 
wanted to create a reserve to face 
any eventuality.” 

The good news was that nearly all 
the negative aspects of 1983 began 
τὰ disappear early in 1984. The 
public had returned to, putting its 
money in shekel accounts leading to 
surplus liquidity; interest rates were 
much more in line with reality: and 
fees for transactions had been ad-° 
justed upwards. 

“Despite this, we continue to do 
everything to put our house in 
order.” This means cutting ad- 
ministrative expenses by about ten 
per cent. or 1$1,000m. 


Mizrahi’s results abroad in 1983 
were very encouraging, U.M.B. in 
New York. for example, saw a 20 
per cent increase in assets, to 
$513m., and a 27 per cent increase 
in profits, to $2.8m. 

In Switzerland, the balance sheet 
stood at SFri70m. and profits grew 
from SFr400,000 in 1982 to about 
SFrim. in 1983. τ

ISRAEL has officially denied selling arms to the Nicaraguan 
rebel forces, Such reports are “a base attempt to cast a slur 
upon Israel's image and international standing,” the Foreign 
Ministry has said, describing them as “rumours.” Ss 
The “rumours” were a report by the NBC television 
network in the U.S. in which one Enrico Bermuda, a comman- 
der in the rebel forces, said that the arms supplied to them had 
their origin in the weaponry captured by Israel from the PLO 
in Lebanon. Bermuda did not say that these arms were sup- 
plied to his forces by Israel. He said or implied that they 


originuted there. 


The Foreign Ministry denial issued in Jerusalem was 
supplemented by our embassy spokesman in Washington, who 
said that Israel sells arms to countries (meaning governments), 


not to rebels. 


The statements issued by official spokesmen in Jerusalem 
and in Washington are true as far as they go. The trouble is, as 
has recently become more frequent, that they do not go far 
enough, and certainly do not come close enough to the truth. 

IL is probably factually true that Israel has not sold any arms 
to the Contra rebels, and it is true that Israel, in its burgeoning 
arms trade. has steered clear of selling arms to rebels. That Has 
been the policy for many years — not only because rebels - 
sometimes can’t pay, but also because in the morally un- 
savoury, politically delicate and commercially risky business of 
arms sales, it is the better part of wisdom to steer clear of 
anything that might serve, directly or indirectly, to destabilize 
governments in de facto power, let alone those who rule their 


couritries legitimately. 


The Foreign Ministry spokesman tacitly admitted that, if 
Israel had been selling arms to the Nicaraguan rebels, this 
would have justifiably been seen as a morally and politically 
contemptible act. How true. Israel has no quarrel with the 
Sandinist government in Managua, regardless of whether the 
ideology and practice of that revolutionary government is to 
everyone's liking here. When Israel supplied arms to the op- 
pressive government of Anastasio Somoza, whom the San- 
dinistas toppled after fifty years of family dictatorship, it did 
not ask for a moral clean bill of health either. 

Israel's course, in the business of selling arms, has for many 
years been to sell to governments in power without regard to 
their domestic or foreign policy. Political considerations have 
been a constraint on the sale of arms; they have not dictated a 
favourble decision, or any special effort to supply arms out of 
considerations other than strictly commercial, Even more 
remote has been any possibility that Israel would sell arms at 
the behest of a third part, for example, as a surrogate supplier 


for the United States. 


While it may be true that Israel has sold no arms to the 
Nicaraguan Contras, what has not been denied explicitly by 
the government's spokesmen is that Israel has been supplying 
arms to Honduras. It is from Honduran territory that the “con-- 
tras" launch their attacks upon the government of Nicaragua. 
And if Israel has been supplying arms to Honduras (Ariel 
Sharon was there twice last year) it has done so’ in the full 
knowledge that these arms were destined for the Contras. This 
in turn would mean that Israel had become a mercenary of the 
U.S. administration in a course of policy that is highly con- 
troversial in the United States itself. 

in the volume of its arms sales, tsrael is first or second after 
the big industrial powers. Like France and Britain, like Ger- 
many and Italy, not to speak of the two superpowers, Israel 
has been cynical in this trade and has not set itself up as a 
judge over the use to which the arms it sells are going to be 


put. 


To sell arms out of necessity — more justifiable in Israel's 


case than in that of the other countries in this awful trade — is 
one thing. To act as the agent of a CIA that is being hemmed 
in by the U.S. Congress is another thing altogether. 

Israel’s arms trade is certainly not an election issue. Most 
people neither know anything about it nor would they care to. 
But after the elections, this trade, on which Israel has become 
dangerously dependent, should be the subject of a thorough 


political and economic review.

THE EIGHTIES _

WHAT DOES socialism mean for 
Israel today? Even in the heat and 
stress of a crucial election campaign 
it may be worth pausing for a while 
to consider this fundamental ques- 
tion. for the Israel Labour Party still 
defines itself as a socialist party. 
although it tends to steer clear of the 
term in its propaganda — perhaps 
because of the prejudices it arouses 
among electors who hail ‘from the 
Soviet Union and the Moslem coun- 
tries. y 

During the past century, and espe- 
cially since the beginnings of labour 
settlement. the socialist Zionist 
movement has evolved its own dis- 
tinctive socialist theory and practice, 
but we cannot get much useful gui+ 
dance from the principles enunci- 
ated in the past - although, of 
course, we should absorb and apply 
the lessons of experience. 

Marx's call for “the overthrow of 
the bourgeoisie by the proletariat, 
leading to the establishment of a 
classless society” is quite irrelevant 
today, certainly in Israel. 

So, to go to the other end of the 
socialist spectrum, is the famous 
Clause 4 of the British Labour Par- 
ty's constitution, which demanded 
“the nationalization of the means of 
production, distribution and ex- 
change.” 

More. perhaps, may be learned 
from such goals as “complete 
freedom, complete equality, com- 
plete cooperation” (Moses Hess, in 
1843); “liberation from social servi- 
tude” (Joseph Trumpeldor in 1911); 
“the building of the Jewish working 
society in the Land of Israel” (the 
founding conference of the Histad- 
rut, 1920), or “the abolition of class 
servitude and social deprivation” 
(the founding conference of Mapai, 
1930). 


SUCH FORMULAE. however, 
may serve aS a guiding star, an 
indication of direction. or a criterion 
of the imperfect extent to which we 
have advanced towards the ideal.’ 
but they do nat help us to decide 


- what we have to do here and now. 


‘What we need is a statement of 
principles based on the realities of 
today, but looking beyond the prac- 
tical, measures required to deal with 
immediate predicaments. The pur- 
pose of this article is to submit'such a 
set of principles as a basis for discus- 
sion. 

First. however, we should consid- 
er some of the reasons why Israel 
should seek socialist solutions. in- 
stead of taking the advice of Profes- 
sor Milton Friedman and adopting a 
modern version of the classical capi- 
talist ideology. 

The first reason is that, as a Jewish 


State. we are heirs to the prophetic 
demand for social justice. the Mes- 
sianic aspiration for a better world, 
and the Jewish tradition of mutual 
aid and care for the weak. as exem- 
plified in biblical precepts. talmudic 
rulings and the social welfare institu- 
tions maintained by Jewish com- 
munities in the Diaspora. 

These essential elements in Jewish 
tradition may be summed up in the 
talmudic maxim: “All Israel are re- 
sponsible for one another,” which 
could be adapted to the needs of a 
modern state as “All citizens are 
responsible for one another” -or,on 
the universal plane. “All mankind 
are responsible for one another." 

, This principle could also serve 
very well as a succinct definition of 
the essence of socialism, which may 
be regarded as the modern way of 


. putting into practice these fun- 


damental Jewish ideals. It is incom- 
patible with the basic ideology of 
laissez-faire capitalism, which lets 


the weak go to the wall in order to_ 


maintain the incentives that are the 
motive power of competitive enter- 
prise. 


SECONDLY, ISRAEL is a Zionist 
state, almost three-quarters of 
whose Jewish population are immig- 
rants or the offspring of immigrants, 
and which is dedicated to the in- 
gathering of the exiles. Only on the 


- basis of the socialist principle that 


the community is ultimately re- 
sponsible for the welfare of the indi- 
vidual is it possible to absorb more 
immigrants, complete the integra- 
tion of recent arrivals, supply the 
needs of the veteran population, and 
build a just society, which will be an 
example and a source of inspiration 
for the entire Jewish people. while 
protecting the civil, social and eco- 
nomic rights of the Arab and Druse 
minorities. 

Lastly, as Ben-Gurion repeatedly 
pointed out, Israel can claim the 
allegiance not only of world Jewry 
but also the sympathy and support of 
the world at large only if it is more 
than an inferior copy of Western 
capitalist society, but aims at becom- 
ing what he called "ἃ model nation” 
(ami segula) and “ἃ light to the peo- 
ples" for lagoyim). 

These terms are not boasts, but 
distant landmarks towards which we 
must set our course. cats 

With these considerations in 
mind, I suggest the following princi- 
ples of modern democratic Zionist 
socialism for Israel, formulated. on 
the basis of present-day reality but 
taking into account the imperative 
need to change many features of that 
reality for the sake οὗ progress to- 
wards the ideal society. 


O THE DEMOCRATIC socialist 
society in Israel should be based on 
the equal value and mutual responsi- 
bility of all its members: the respon- 
sibility of the community for the 
welfare of the individual and the 
responsibility of the individual for 
the interests“of his fellow men — 
which. in sum, make up the interests 
of the community. τ 

Even a democratically elected 
government and legislature. which 


- represent the interests of the com- 


munity, however, should reduce to a 
minimum the fields in which they 
determine the actions of individuals 
and interfere in their lives. - 

The utmost possible scope should 
be accorded democratically elected 
local authorities. neighbourhood 
committees, trade unions, profes- 
sional organizations and voluntary 
associations, as well as personal de- 


cisions in matters affecting the indi- }. 


vidual. 


0 A SOCIALIST society should 
plan and organize the economy. in 
cooperation with representatives of 
various sections, in order to meet the 
needs of the entire population and 
prepare the infrastructure for the 
absorption of the immigrants. 

Side by side with rational own- 
ership and development of land. 
water and other natural resources, as 
well as state enterprise where re- 
quired, it should encourage creative 
initiative through various forms of 
public and private enterprise contri- 
buting to the achievement of nation- 
al social and economic goals. 


O IT SHOULD try to enable every 
citizen to earn enough to maintain 
himself and his family by work of his 
own choice suitable to his inclina- 
tions, capacity and experience. 

This formula is preferred to the 
well-known maxim “From each 
according to his ability; to each 
according to his needs,” which 
would appear to imply a direct excli- 
sive relationship between the indi- 
vidual and the state. 

The will to support oneself and 
provide for the next generation are 
among the most fundamental human 
instincts. In the kibbutz. these in- 
stincts are satisfied on a collective 
basis; in the moshav and the town 
the'basis is, and will remain: thé 
family." ; 

The institutions of the welfare 
state should be used to complement, 
not to usurp, the functions of the 
family. , 


ΠῚ IT SHOULD reduce the gap be- 
tween the living standards of various 
sections of the community to the 
margins required in order to encour-

age continual progress in skill and 
training, while enabling all workers 
to improve their qualifications and 
capacities, and to advance in respon- 
sibility and income according to their 
talents, experience and industry.

OTT SHOULD supply basic educa- 
tional and health services for the 
entire population, with the widest 
possible scope for local authorities, 
parents’ associations, democratical- 


’ Jy controlled bealth funds and the 


like; ensure the availability of 
adequate housing. especially for new 
immigrants and young couples: and 
guarantee an adequate living income 
for the sick, the unemployed. 
orphans, widows, the elderly and 
invalids — all these of right and not as 


. Charity. 


O IT SHOULD provide for the 
maintenance and, as far as possible. 
rehabilitation of those incapacitated 
by congenital defects, mental. de- 
ficiency or chronic ill-health - and, 
especially, provide education and 
equal opportunity for their children. 

Paragraph 5 deals with emergen- 
cies arising in the lives of normally 
self-supporting members of the com- 
munity who make provision for the 
ay iate services by their con- 
tributions to taxation, the National 
Inguraiicé ‘Institiite” and’ ‘volintaty 
health and pension funds. Paragraph 
6 is concerned with the community's 
provision for the needs of its weaker 
members. . .

To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post: 
Sir, - The Labour Party claims 
that it will not tamper with the value 
of dollar-tinked saving plans. On the 


other hand. a party spokesman, Adi - 


Amorai, said that the party favoured 


' establishing a higher second ex- 


change rate for imports and exports. 


The only purpose served by a dual 
exchange rate system is to allow the 
financial establishment, and in’par- 
ticular the government, to renege 
on dollar-linked commitments to the 
public. The government owes the 
Israeli public millions‘of dollars in 
dollar-linked bonds and has under- 
written the dollar linkage of shekel 
deposits in the banks. As long as 
there is one exchange rate the costs 
of artificially lowering the value of 
the dollar, and in turn the govern- 
ment's obligations, is a very costly 
affair. 


The minute there are two rates. 
the government has only to gain 
from manipulating the nou-trade ex- 
change rate. The government could, 
for example, raise the trade ex- 
change rate of the dollar to 200 while 
reducing the “linkage‘ rate to 150. 
The true value of the dollar, of 
course, would be 200, but the gav- 


ernment would only be obliged to - 


pay 150 to holders of doljar-linked 
obligations. 
The Labour Party proposal for a 


dual exchange system will serve to” 


encourage the Israeli public once 
again to move its savings out of 
productive deposits into sterile for-

Sir, — When J was teaching econo- 
mics at Birzeit University in the 
West Bank, several of my students 
suggested a union of Israel and 
Palestine (Palestine being the West 
Bank: and Gaza). They said that if 
only some Arab or other leader 
would propose a peace conference 
between Israel and an elected 
Palestinian group from the West 
Bank-Gaza, the two sides could 
meet for about the five years it would 
take to negotiate a union of the three 
territories. 
My students made five points: ᾿ 
1) Palestine (the West Bank-Gaza) 
would have home rule except for 
police, courts, foreign relations and 
the military. These four areas would 
remain with the central government 
in Jerusalem. 
2) The president of the UIP would be 
an Arab for one term, ἃ Jew the 
next. Freely elected members of par- 
liament from Palestine representing 
all Arab and Jewish citizens would 
join the current membership in the 
Knesset from Israel. ἊΝ 
3) Asto how to elect the Palestinians 
who would negotiate a UIP, 
ooviously, Israel would never accept 
any PLO sympathizers or any people 
living outside the West Bank-Gaza. 
A secret-ballot election would have 
to be held in these two areas. and 
only people living there would be 


eligible to vote or to be candidates. . 
Acandidate for the negotiating team 


would have to run as an individual 


and at large from both Gaza and the _ 


West Bank. The top 10 (or at the 
most 11) vote=getters would form the
